1. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 18-23, 29-38 and 40-41 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

2. Claims 33-38 and 40-411 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hughes et 
al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,541,249) 

Hughes disclosed powder composition comprising a particles of metal and an organosilane 
represented by the formula 81X1X2X3X4 where at least on of Xi, X2, X3, or X4 is an unfunctionalized alky! 
group, having from about 10-35 carbon atoms, col. 2, 1. 24-34 and at least one of Xi, X2, X3, or X4 is an 
alkoxy group having from 1 to 5 carbons, col. 2, 1. 34-42. The metal powder can be iron and stainless 
steel, i.e., iron-based powder, see col. 3, L 50-51. Hughes does not teach the presence of graphite, 
however the composition taught still reads on the claimed composition because the limitation up to 1% 
by weigh of graphite include zero as the lower limit, see MPEP 2173.05(c) II. 

As for claim 35, regarding the silane, see Table I, third silane agent. 

As for claim 36-38, regarding the amount of silane used, see col. 3, 1. 38. 

As for claims 40-41, regarding the alloying elements, Hughes et al do not teach the inclusion 
such element, however the composition taught still reads on the claimed composition because the 
limitation ''up to" 10% by weigh include zero as the lower limit, see MPEP 2173.05(c) II. 

3. Claims 18-27, 29-31 are allowable.
